Currency in Korea 

Word has been received'" toy the 
Sales family of the sate arrival of 
Lome, in Korea. In letters posted 
in Honolulu and Yokohama en- 
tloute to his destination, he des¬ 
cribed the trip as in'eresting al¬ 
lhough very tiring, it having taken 
three weeks to travel from Seat¬ 
tle to Korea. The "Pats" had an 
8-hour stop-over in Hawaii and 
Lome gave a glowing report of 
the beautiful scenery in this Pac¬ 
ific parad se. He remarkd that the 
two cities cf Pearl Harbor and 
Honolulu are actually but one, 
and that he saw signs which allow¬ 
ed the location and names of ships 
that were struck in the Jap attack 
in 1942. His only regret was that 
he hadn’t longer to see more of 
the lovely island. 

The money system or lack of 
same, is probably one of the most 
striking features one encounters in 
Japan. This Is also true of Korea 
and the currency is of even less 
value, there. The Sidiers of 
course use Amer’can dollars and 
Occupation money, but the natives 
of both countries will trade or sell 
utmost anything for cigarettes. One 
package of cigarettes is worth 290 
yerr in Japanese money. For 13 
packages of "Luckies" Lome an I 
some friends bought an apple box 
of Jap oranges. In Korea, which 
he had seen very little of as he 
wrote the day following his arriv¬ 
al. the yen is the name of the 
currency — 1000 yen being worth 
only 25 cents in American money. 
But. -Iqp>** too, the popular man is 
the one with "smokes."

According to word receiv ed from 
the ioeal Municipal Office, the 
new C only of Vulcan commenced 
operations on Monday, January 
1st, 1951. The Vulcan and Grand.* 
Prairie areas of the province are 
the only two places in which the 
new system of local self govern¬ 
ment' will lie tried out this year. 
Grand Prairie being the find area 
to make application under the 
County Act fo form a County 
will be County No. 1 and Vulcan 
will be County No. 2. 

The Oi-der.s-in-Council setting 
up the now areas will appear in 
the December 31st, 1950, issue of 
the Alberta Gazette. The orders 
will defne the boundaries, divide 
ihe areas into electoral divisions 
and generally make provision for 
the machinery to arrange "details 
ef organization and the transferor 
the portions Cf assets of other 
areas affected to the new Count¬ 
ies. 

Vulcan County No. 2 will con¬ 
sist of approximately 40 townships 
with an assessment for land of 
about $10,250,000.00. In addition 
to this assessment there will be 
assessment of the improvements in 
hamlets which will bring the total 
assessment for municipal purposes 
to about $11,000,000.00. The asses¬ 
sment for sonool purposes will in¬ 
clude ithis $11,000,000.00 and also 
the assessments of the Town of 
Vulcan, and the villages of Car- 
rnangay, Champion, Milo, land Ar¬ 
row-wood, which are included in 
the county for school purposes on- 

}y. 

It ifS, expected that the school 
assessment will be well over $12,- 
O00,000.00. This will support ap- 
I roxiihately fifty school rooms. 

Owing to the fact that it was 
not possible to make arrangements 
to take the hospital services in the 
County the first year, the present 
t w»|ilt»l udmiukt ration will carry 
on as at present until January, 
1952, at W'hich time it is expected 
that the hospital services will bo t 
added to t he >County. 

There will be nine electoral div¬ 
isions 140 the county and each will 
be represented by a councillor 
who will lx 1 elected in much the 
same manner as at present. Nom¬ 
ination day will be on Thursday. 
January 25t.h. and election day 
four weeks later on February 25. 
The councillors will take office on 
March 8th, the date of the ’first 
meeting of the new county. Qual¬ 
ifications of voters for counc ilors 
will be the sam» as the present 
Municipal voters—that is, land 
owners and all residents who are 
21 years oM, British subjects who 
have lived in the division for six 
months prior to nomination day 
Nomination and election will be 
by divisions. Vo'crs lists are being 
compiled at the present time and 
ample advertising and notice will 
be given in respect to the elect- 
tions. 

At the initial meeting of the 
council on March 8th the organ¬ 
ization of the county will be pro¬ 
ceeded with. The Municipal and 
School committees will toe set up 
to administer' these departments. 
School affairs will be conducted in 
much th'* same manner as at pre¬ 
sent with the school committee 
meeting once a month. In the 
meantime, and until the new coun¬ 
cil takes office, the affairs of the 
County will be under the direct¬ 
ion of an administrator, Mr. Bruce 
Ramsay, an inspector of the De¬ 
partment of Municipal Affairs. Mi'. 
Ramsay will bo assisted by Mr. 
C. M. Laverly, school inspector, to 
advise on school matters. The ad¬ 
ministrator will mnko his liead- 
qonrter.s at Ihe Municipal irfficein 
Vulcan. •

Freedom Of the Press 


The Tillsonburg (Ont.) News has been adjudged 
winner of The Canadian Weekly Editor’s 1950 editor¬ 
ial competition. 

Open to all English-language community weeklies in 
Canada, the competition was restricted to editorials 
dealing with freedom of the press. 

The winning editorial is reproduced below: 

(From The Tillsonburg (Ont.) News) 

That men may be free, Canada’s valiant sons 
have on several occasions gone forth to battle. They 
have fought for and won freedom of worship, freedom 
of speech, freedom from fear and want. They have 
safeguarded our essential and precious freedom of 
the press, which we take for granted today. 

* What precisely is meant by that familiar phrase, 
“Freedom of the press’’? 

To the free-thi,nker it has a political and idealogical 
interpretaton, to the independent weekly newspaper 
publisher it has a rather personal meaning. 

There appeared in certain quarters in recent years 
a disposition to curtail the freedom of the press. To¬ 
talitarian forces built their power on a controlled and 
fettered press. Their peoples were in ignorance of 
what was happening outside their borders because of 
rigid state censorship. The Fascist and Nazi dictator¬ 
ships were founded upon the cornerstone of rigid 
control of all sources of information, especially of 
new&papeis. vvitnoui such control, tne regimes could 

, to tne eveiuuui ruin of their own people as 
much of the rest of the world. 

With the memories of wars for freedom still vivid 
we take freedom of the press for granted today. We 
hardly evQf think of it in the terms of a priceless poa- 
sessUo?* yet a moment’s thought should prove to us 
that Canadians can count a free and unfettered press 
among their blessings. 

Fundamentally, freedom of the press is not a 
special privilege reserved for newspaper publishers. 
It is, rather, a phrase of much larger freedom—the 
freedom of all men to speak their minds openly and 
without fear.-It is an all-important part of this larger 
freedom because, under modern conditions, .the press 
is the principal agency by which man receives the 
-luotiuauon tic iiccus i.o judge tiie actions of his rul¬ 
ers and make up his mind on public issues. 

An unfettered press is therefore one of the es¬ 
sential bulwarks of a democratic nation. 

Sometimes this disposition to curtail the freedom 
of the press arises in individual communities, where 
councillors, commission members and other citizens 
think that what they say and do should not be report¬ 
ed in the local newspaper or criticized editorially. 
Every weekly newspaper has a few “contributors” 
who submit personal or news items with the qualify¬ 
ing comment: "Please do not change in any way.” 

To the weekly newspaper publisher, freedom of 
the press means that he is free to report the news as 
he sees and hears it. It means that he is free to edit¬ 
orially criticize or laud the actions of municipal, pro¬ 
vincial and national governing bodies, and other or¬ 
ganizations. It means that he is free from the bonds 
of a newspaper chain and its restrictive policies. It 
means that he has a certain duty to the public in pro¬ 
viding the news, and that the newspaper is the medi¬ 
um by which the people can offer their opinions open- 
ljrand without fear of reprisal. 

The only truly free press is one which can record 
the news faithfully and comment on it frankly, with¬ 
out fear of direct or indirect punishment. Neither the 
press nor the public is safe with anything leSs. 

•• The obligation of a free press is to be truly free. 
It must be thorough, accurate and unbiased in its re¬ 
porting, sincere and thoughtful in its editorials, and 
resistant to all outside pressure. It must be both cau¬ 
tious and bold—cautious until it knows all the facts, 
bold when it is sure of its ground. It must, above all, 
be inspired by devotion to the public welfare as its 
staff understands it. 

Continued freedom of our press is a powerful 
safeguard against losing any of our other bard-won 
freedoms.
